| THE LAWS | 


THE CONSTITUTION 





ARTICLE I 
Name 


This Association shall be called the Woman’s Club of Cham- 
paign and Urbana. 

ARTICLE II 
Objects 

The purpose of this Club shall be the mutual counsel and 
sympathy, unity of action in case of need, and the promotion of 
higher social and moral conditions. 

ARTICLE III 

Section 1. The officers of the Club shall be a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, 
Treasurer, Registrar, Parliamentarian, and Historian. These 
officers, together with the Chairmen of Departments and heads 
of standing committees, shall constitute a Board of Directors, 
who shall be elected for such period and in such Manner as 
prescribed by the By-Laws. 

Sec. 2. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Club, and with the aid of the Board of Directors appoint any 
special committees, the necessity for which may arise between 
the regular meetings, and to have general oversight of the work. 

Sec. 3. The First Vice-President shall perform the duties 
of the President in the latter’s absence. In the absence of both the 
duties shall devolve upon the Second Vice-President. 

Sec. 4. The Recording Secretary shall keep a record of 
the minutes of each meeting, and have announcements of all 
regular and special meetings furnished the daily papers. She 
shall enroll the names of members and their full address and 
make a report at the annual meeting. 

Sec. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shall conduct and have 
charge of the general correspondence of the ‘Club. She shall 
sign all notices and invitations and shall notify all persons. Of 
their election to membership or office within two weeks following 
such election. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the 
Club, which she shall pay out only on the order of the Board of 


Directors, when signed by the President or Secretary. She shall 
keep an account of the receipts and expenditures and report 
same to the Board, if requested. She shall make a full report 
of the finances of the Club at the annual meeting. 

Sec. 7. The Registrar shall record the names of all new 
members signing the Constitution, and otherwise act as an aSs- 
sistant to the Treasurer. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Directors shall transact all business 
of the Club and shall appoint the members of each standing 
committee. 

Sec. 9. Any vacancies among the officers occurring during 
the term of office, shall be filled by a vote of the Board of 
Directors. 


ARTICLE IV 
Departments 


Section 1. For the better execution of its objects, the Club 
shall be composed of departments, representing the different 
lines of work, viz.: Household Economics, Education, Civics, 
Literature, Music and Drama, Art, and such other departments 
as may hereafter be desired. . 

Sec. 2. The departments shall have charge of all work re- 
lating to their respective interests, and of the general meeting 
in their calendar order. 

Sec. 3. The duties of the chairman of each department shal] 
be to arrange for and attend to all stated meetings of her de- 
partment and to provide the program for such general meetings 
as shall be under the charge of her department. 

Sec. 4 At the annual meeting the chairmen of departments 
shall report the work done by their respective departments dur- 
ing the year. 

Sec. 5. Any member of the general club is eligible to mem- 
bership in any of the departments. 


ARTICLE V 
Members 


New members of the Club shall be admitted according to 
the rules prescribed in the By-Laws. 


THE BY-LAWS 





ARTICLE I 
Club Meetings 

Section 1. The regular meetings of the Club shall be held 
on the second Saturday of each month during the Club year, 
which shall be the nine months from September to May, inclu- 
sive. The hour of the meeting shall be determined by the Board 
of Directors. 

Sec. 2. Annual reports of officers shall be given at the 
April meeting. 

Sec. 3 The President may call a special meeting of the 
Club whenever it seems necessary for her to do so. 


ARTICLE II 
Election of Officers 

Section 1. All officers shall be elected as follows: At the 
January meeting primaries shall be held for the nomination of 
candidates. An informal ballot shall be taken for each office 
and the two persons receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared candidates in each case. The election shal] 
take place at the February meeting. Officers shall be elected by 
ballot, using printed forms containing names of all candidates. 
Upon election the board shall be empowered to appoint the 
Calendar and any other necessary Committee for the ensuing 
year. The officers shall assume their whole duties at the close 
of the May meeting. They shall hold office for one year and 
serve until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. Each department shall elect its own officers and 
may adopt by-laws not conflicting with the constitution and 
by-laws of this Club, and shall make its own rules in regard to 
the conduct of the department meetings. 

ARTICLE III 

Section 1. There shall 'be ten standing committees, viz.: 
calendar, club quarters, entertainment, flower, music, revision, 
courtesy, membership and social, legislative, and printing. Addi- 
tional committees may ‘be appointed as the occasion may require. 

Sec. 2. The calendar committee shall collect and prepare 
the subject matter for the calendar and attend to printing of 
the same. 


The Club house committee shall select and engage quarters 
for each year. 

The Entertainment committee shall have charge of refresh- 
ments and entertainment at meetings where departments do not 
-entertain. 

The Flower committee shall send flowers in case of death ofa 
member, or in the immediate family of a member. 

The Music committee shall furnish music for such meetings 
as are not ‘provided for by the departments. 

The Revision committee shall receive annually and report to 
the Club at the annual meeting all suggestions for changes in the 
Constitution and By-Laws. 

The Courtesy committee shall write notes of congratulation, 
condolence, and shall have charge of such other courtesies as 
the Club may officially desire to extend to its members. 

The Membership and Social comimttee shall ibe especially 
active in securing the names of new members, shall receive and 
introduce guests and new memibers and shall consist of two 
members from each department, the chairman to act as door- 
keeper, 

Sec. 3. The Board of Directors shall act as finance com- 
mittee, audit the Treasurer’s books and render report of Same 
‘at the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE IV 


Membership 

Section 1. The name of each candidate for membership 
must be proposed in writing by two members of the Club in 
-good standing. 

Sec. 2. All candidates for membership. must be proposed 
at the regular meeting of the Board of Directors, and shall be 
balloted upon at said meeting. If elected shall be reported at 
the next regular meeting of the Club. 

Sec. 3. It shall require a majority of the votes cast to elect. 

Sec. 4. Unless a member shall signify her acceptance of 
membership and sign the Constitution within three months of 
her notification such election to membership shall be declared 
void. 

Sec. 5. Unmarried daughters of members shall be admitted 
“by payment of one-half of the membership fee and dues. 

Sec. 6. A former member may be re-elected to member- 


ship without endorsement by paying the membership fee and 
annual dues as required of new members. 


ARTICLE V 
Fees 


Section 1. Each new member shall pay to the Treasurer a 
membership fee of two dollars ($2.00). The annual dues of 
three dollars ($3.00) shall be paid on or before the October 
meeting. 

Sec. 2. Out of town guests will be admitted to all meet- 
ings of the Club. Members of the Club bringing resident guests 
except on guest day shall be charged a fee of twenty-five 
cents ($0.25). 

Sec. 3. Any member not paying her dues after two notifi- 
cations of delinquency have been sent by the Treasurer, one in 
December and one in March, shall forfeit her right to member- 
ship until dues are paid, and the name dropped from the list of 
‘Club members at the end of the club year. 

Sec. 4. A member joining after the February meeting shall 
pay the membership fee of two dollars ($2.00) and one-half 
the annual dues. 

Sec. 5. The President shall be given ten complimentary 
guest tickets and each member of the Board of Directors five, 
to be used during the year. 


ARTICLE VI 


Quorum 
A quorum of any meeting of the Club shall be twenty-five 
and of the Board of Directors six. 


ARTICLE VII 
Amendments 
The Constitution and By-Laws may be amended at any an- 
nual or regular meeting of the Club by a majority of the votes 
of the members present, the amendment having been proposed 
at a previous Directors’ meeting, notice of such intention to 
amend having been presented the Club one month previous. 


ARTICLE VIII 
Rules of Order 

The deliberations of all meetings of the Club shall be gov- 
erned by Sherman’s Parliamentary Law.

AISTORY 


Of the Woman’s Club of Champaign 
and Urbana for 1914-1915

We have reached another milestone. Another year’s work, 
with its many achievements, has been completed. The Woman’s 
Club has reached its nineteenth year. Its membership, individ- 
ually and collectively, shows an increase in strength and dis- 
position toward community work, which is its large aim. 

The work of the past year has been characterized by sOme 
changes from the previous years. We have had a “Club Home,” 
where our members have felt free to go at any time. ‘We have 
felt more freedom in our meetings and a feeling exists that each 
has an equal interest in our new possessions. Most of the de- 
partment meetings have been held in the Club Rooms, and a 
general interest of all club members has centered about “(Hughes 
Hall.” The usual contributions have been made to the Charities 
Organization, the Anti-Tuberculosis Health League, the Burnham 
Hospital, the Dorcas Society and the Cunningam Home. A large 
amount of good, in special ways, has been accomplished. Early 
in the fall, we embraced the opportunity of sending a large do- 
nation on the Christmas |Ship, to our less fortunate brothers and 
sisters across the sea, who have suffered from the ravages of 
war. At Christmas time our own unfortunate were most care- 
fully and thoughtfully provided for thru the efforts of our ladies. 
A municipal (Christmas tree was provided for each city, so no 
child was obliged to pass this joyful season of the year without 
enjoying the pleasures that others, more fortunate, always enjoy. 
The interest of citizens and business men was aroused and as a 
1esult no child went away empty handed. Very much of good 
food and comfortable clothing was thus dispensed among de- 
serving people. At the same time, many members busied them- 


selves, and interested others in the sale of Red Cross Seals and 
thus added a large sum to the treasury of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
Health League. Our never ending interest in the teaching of 
patriotism to our youth was shown by the presentation of a bust 
of Abraham Lincoln to each of four schools in our midst. One 
each to the new High School of the two cities, one to the 
parochial school and one to the children at the Cunningham 
Home. 


The work of the departments has been especially strong and 
much good has resulted. The Literature and Art Department 
has had alternate programs on Art, and the original contribu- 
tions to the Club ‘Magazine. In the Household Economic De- 
partment, many demonstrations were given by members, Other 
subjects of general interest, such as the Suffrage question, yard 
decoration and Christmas and Thanksgiving suggestions, were 
discussed. 


The department of Music and Drama had a very interesting 
and instructive study of music from the different nations. A 
concert of much interest was given by Mr. Edward Baxter Perry 
and Prof. Erb, from the School of Music of the University of 
Illinois, gave a most instructive address on the “‘Appreciation of 
Our American Artists in Music.” 

The Civics and Educational Department combined two new 
ideas: the use of school buildings as social centers and the Carry- 
ing of needed instruction to those outside the Club, and as a 
result much definite good, which can never be estimated, was 
accomplished. 

In co-operation with the State Food Commissioners, some 
very interesting and beneficial stereopticon addresses were given 
in each town, which met with the hearty approval of our local 
Pure Food Organizations. Thru this department our citizens 
have been shown, by illustrated talks from representatives of 
the Floricultural Department of the University of Illinois, the 
possibilities of lawn decorations and a strong interest aroused 
to continue the “City Beautiful’ idea. In April a very general 
“Rly” campaign was conducted and the possibilities of entirely 
extinguishing flies shown to interested citizens. 

On the whole, the Club has had a very busy and a very 
profitable year. ‘While the real community work has occupied 
most of our time, yet the social side has not been neglected. The 


social hour at each meeting, together with two elegant luncheons, 
have served to lighten our heavier duties and brought us together 
in ways by which friendships have been strengthened and we 
have ‘been made more anxious to assume the graver duties of life. 
The luncheon of the General Club at the University Place Church, 
and the Domestic ‘Science luncheon, were each very enjoyable 
affairs, in which all plans were carefully laid and executed, 

The Woman’s Club is now recognized as a center from which 
radiates many home interests. Its membership is composed of 
representative women of the Twin-Cities, and it is looked to as 
a medium thru which most other organizations accomplish their 
work. 

Our hearts have been saddened and gladdened during the year 
by circumstances, which have governed the lives of our members. 
The Messenger has visited some of us, while on the other hand, 
three homes have been gladdened by the advent of dear little 
ones. To Mrs. 'H. 'C. Babb was born a son, to Mrs. Stinespring 
a daughter and to Mrs. F. C. Hubbard twins, a son and daughter, 
the daughter being called within a few days. 

Cupid returned to our ranks after a long absence, and two 
of our daughters, Miss Edna Myers and Miss Bessie McMillen, 
entered into new relations and two more sacred homes were 
established. 

In the coming year, may we continue the various enterprises 
of the past, and seek to find and execute new ideas and plans.
